A report from Tokyo is to the effect that the 
Japanese Government has now added to the 
estimate of expenditure in the Ludget for the 
next, fiscal year a sum which ia to be devoted to 
the expansion of the Navy. It is caloulated 
that 62.348.269 ven is required for shipbuilding, 
29,001,3:3 yen for armament, and 8,510,722 yen 
for buildings on shore—a grand total of 
99,860,305 yen, the disbursemont of which it is 
proposed to carry over the next cleven years ‘in 
instalments. A proportion of this amount now 
finis a place in the present Budget, viz, . 
2,687,682 yen. This is made up of 1,241,088 yen 
for shipbuilding and 1,446,594 yon for armament 
This swells the total estimated national expen- 
diture of the coming year to 243,236,654 yon.

Yorktown, which has been in the Pbilippiucs 
for more than four rears, says: “I sincerely 
hope that the Yorktown will bo one of the first 
ships ordered homo. It certainly is the York- 
town's due, This ship needs, most decidedly, 
to be put out of commission, and to have a new 
battery aud new boilers. One boiler at present 
is cracked ull t'c way across, and the gun 
carriages, very old fashioned, are almost dan- 
gerous to handle.

His Lordship said a man might say “Iam 
incompetent to build a houso and therefore I 
put it in the hands of an architect.” If it 
was in the hands of au architect to superin- 
tend tho building it was his leg d duly to supor- 
vise itand s 6 that it was done properly. Ifa 
man had to go toa man like the prisoners who 
were snpposcd to be contractors, an| he under- 
took this work and did not think it necessary to 
employ an architect and did not do the work 
properly and killed a man thereby, his Lordship 
would hold that fo be manslaughter and won'd 
tell tho jury so.

His Lordship stated tlat by sub-contracting 
to somebody more incompelent than themselves 
they would not esc:pa responsibility. If two 
men uudertork {o build a house and were in - 
competent to do the job it was very wrong of 
them to charge money for ‘doing what they 
cold not do and if they undertook to do the 
work not of making a pair of boots but 
of buildiag a house in which people were 
goins to live they wore underlaking some. 
thing {hat would in all p obability kill 
people if they did ‘not do it properly. 
There was the case cf a man lately who loft 
open a gate leading on toa railway. <A cart was 
driven through this gate on the railway becanse 
the gate hap.ened to be open and a (rain came 
along and killed the carter. That was held to 
be manslaughter on the part of the man wl o was 
engaged to keep the gato shut and to allend to the 
gate; his hours were from }2 to 15 hours a day, 
but that did not ma‘tar. The point was raised 
whether that ought to‘be left to the ju y in 
that way and they suid certainly the mn was 
engaged to do something which would b- 
dangerous if he did not do it, and although 
there were no duties butween the car er and 
himself for the use of the gale it was held un- 
animously by the Cou:'t that that man was 
rightly convicted of manslaughter, yet all 
he d'd was to leave the gate open. 

Mr. Slade said in that ciss the man was 
present. Suppose that he had left somebody else. 

His Lordship quoted frem memory a case of 
the kind referred to by Mr..Slade. It was that 
of a man who went away from his work of 
attending to wiuding-up mashiney at a mioe 
and left a boy in charge of the work and did not 
notdoithimself. That man was held responsible.

His Lordship said it-wou'd be the same jvhet- 
her he did it himself or got some incompstent 
person to do it. If the jary come to the 
conclusioh that the honse fell down becatse it 
wis not prop’rly built and that it wasiculp- 
able negligence on their part in not building it 
properly, the jnary would ba quite justified in 
finding these man guilty of manslaughter. 

Mr. Slade, addrissing the jury, said the rul- 
ing hid been given that these men could not 
escapo tlieir criminal liability by giving the work 
over to anybody else tie would argue that 
that ruling was nota commonsense ruling. He 
afterwards: went on to put forward thd con- 
tention that the death of these peop'e who were 
killed by the collapse was not coused by the fall 
of No, 10 but by the fall of No, 12, which came 
down cn No. Vt and carried it awav too. 
The.ecoitractors had nothing whatever {o do 
with No, !2.

He 
had with Lim a photograph of ‘a foreign lady 
andachill. A letter iu Russian in his posses - 
sion slowed that the pho'ograph was thit of his 
wife and child. He Lad a passport, in Russian, 
dated Port Arthur, 6th March, 1$02.

Cn the 16th in-t. the N.-C. Daily 
News gave the following details :—'l he body of 
the deceased has been identified as that of one 
Max Stockmar, a German, who had recently 
beeu employed asa collecting and commissioa 
agent hy a local firm. He had been missing 
siuce the 24th of November, and for scmo time 
previous to that he had been very low spirited, 
Befor 
leaving his house on the 24th ult. be carefully 
arran ed all his papers, made np his uncollected 
bills into a buudle to be sent to his employers, 
and wrote a note toa frivud thanking him for 
past kindnosses. His boy states also that he 
saw him takeaway with him a dagger. On the 
same day he was -een at the Camp Hotel, Yang- 
tzepoo, and later, at the German Camp, iu the 
came locality, and he was last se-n at one of tho 
jettias close by. His tee movements cannot be 
traced. The body was found on Friday, ag 
reporte}, and was ia an advanced stage of de- 
composition, so that it must havo beun in the 
water for some days, A stiletto was foaod in 
the body. just below the heart, and five other 
small wounds in the same region showed that 
the d ceased must have made several ineffectadl 
attempts to stab himself before delivering the 
fatal blow. His clothing was searched, andia 
sheath to fit the sti'elto was found in one of his 
pockets. An enquiry info tha causo of death 
was held by the German Coasul on Saturda; 
and Dr. Taulun haviog testified that in bis 
opinion the wound that caused the man’s death 
was self-inflicted, a verdict ia accordince with 
that evidence was returned, 
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Two handred end forty-one deaths were | 
registered at Sings poro during (he week ending | 
on the 6th December.
